WASHINGTON, 
June 
3.—President 
Cleveland aud Miss Folsom were mar- 
ried in the White House at 7:25 last 
evening. 


Towards evening one by one the lights 
sprung up at the windows and the great 
burners on the portico cast thiir effnl 
gence over the pavements. 
The scene 
resembled a summer night's festival, and 
the crowd gave itself up to the enjoy 
meot of the delightful music. 


With short intermissions the fine or- 
chestra rendered the following selections 
Bolero, "I O son la Eosa," by Miranna 
*'Invitation a la Yalse," by Weber 
"Spring Song," by Mendelsshon; Ro 
mance, "Bright Star of Hope," and Mo- 
saic "Desire e," by Sousa. 


About half-past 6 o'clock the wedding 
guests began to arrive, their carriages 
rolling up to the main door of the man- 
sion through the great iron gates on 
Pennsylvania avenue. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


The gnests sat chatting until 7:15, 
when the orchestra from the marine 
band, stationed in the comdor, struck 
up the familiar strains of Mendelssohn's 
wedding march and all eyes were turned 
to the doorway to catch the first glimpse 
of the coming bride and groom. 
Start- 
ing from the western corridor on the up- 
per floor, the president came slowly 
down the western stair case with his 
bride leaning on his arm« They were 
unaccompanied, even the bride's mother 
awaiting her with other guests. 
Pars- 
ing 
through 
the 
central 
corridor 
the 
bride 
and 
groom 
entered 
the 
blue 
room 
and 
took 
position near its southern wall, which 
was completely hidden from sight by a 
mass of nodding palms, tropical grasses 
and an endless variety of choice flowers. 
The crystal chandelier shed a flood of 
mellow radiance upon the scene and the 
colors of the massive banks of scarlet be- 
gonias and royal 
jequeminot 
roses, 
mingled with the blue and silver tints of 
the frescoed walls and ceiling, gave a 
warm and glowing tone to the whole ce- 
rulean interior. 
The delicate ivory 
shales of 
the bride's wedding gown 
formed an exquisite setting in the mas- 
ses of crimson roses immediately be- 
yond. 
The president was in full even- 
ing dress, with turned down collar, 
white lawn necktie and white enameled 
studs. 


A hush fell upon the assemblage as 
Dr. Sunderland stepped forward to his 
position fronting the wedding couple 
with Rev. Cleveland, the president's 
brother. 
In a distinct tone of voice, 
and with a deliberate utterance, the doc- 
tor began the simple and beautiful wed- 
ding service by a brief prayer. 


Addressing the company Dr. Sunder- 
land said: 
"Marriage is honorable 
among all men, in that a man shall leave 
his father and mother and shall oleiTe 
unto his wife and the twain shall be of 
one flesh. It was constituted by our 
creator in the first paradise; it was con- 
fessed by patriarch and priest, prophet 
and apostle. 
It was confirmed by the 
teaching and adorned by the presence 
of the Redeemer, and baa been honored 
tlie f^thful keeping of all good meii 


and women since the world began. It is 
not, therefore, to be undertaken lightly 
or unadvisedly, but soberly, discreetly j 
and in the fesr of God. 
Into this holy 
estate this man and this woman come 
now to enter. 
If any now can show 
just cause why they may not be lawfully 
united in marriage, let him now speak, 
or else hereafter hold his peace." 


To the bride and groom—If you desire 
to be united in marriage, you will sig- 
nify the same by joining your right 
hands. 


[The groom and bride joined hands.] 
"Grover," said the minister, "do you 
take this woman whom you hold by the 
hand to be your lawful wedded wife, to 
live together after God's ordinance in 
the holy estate of wedlock? 
Do you 
promise to love her, cherish, comfort 
and keep her in sickness and in health, 
in joy and in sorrow, and, forsaking all 
others, keep you only unto her so long 
as you both shall live?" 
The groom, firmly,—"I do." 
Dj. Sunderland—"Frances, do you 
take this man whom you hold by the 
hand to be >our lawful wedded husband, 
to live together after God's ordinance in 
the holy estate of wedlock? 
Do you 
promise to love him, honor, comfort and 
keep him in sickness and in health, in 
joy and sorrow,and, forsaking all others 
keep you only unto him so long as you 
both shall live?" 


The br de responded, in a low but 
clear voice, "I do." 


"In token of the same let the wedding 
ring be passed." [The groom places the 
ring on the bri le's finger.] 


' 'For as much as Grover and Frances 
have here agreed and covenanted to live 
together after God's ordinance, in the 
holy estate of wedlock, and have con- 
firmed the'same by giving and taking a 
wedding ring, now, therefore, in the 
presence of this company, in the name 
of the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost, I pronounce and declare 
that they are husband and wife, and 
what God hath joined together let no 
man put asunder." 


The Rev. Mr. Cleveland then pro- 
nounced the following benediction: 


"God the Father, God the Son and 
God the Holy Ghost, bless, preserve and 
keep you. 
The Lord mercifully fill you 
with all the temporal and spiritual bless- 
ings, and grant that you may so live to- 
gether in this world that in the world to 
come you may have life everlasting. 
Amen." 


At the conclusion of the ceremony 
Mrs. Folsom, showing traces of deep 
emotion, was the first to tender her con- 
gratulations to the newly married pair, 
She was followed by Miss Cleveland, 
Rev. Mr, Cleveland and other relatives 
and friends in turn. 
Vhile the congrat- 
ulations were in progress, the band under 
the leadership of Professor Sousa, per 
formed the bridal chorus march from 
Lohengrin, and to this music the presi- 
dent and his wife led the way in to the 
stately dining room. 


The adornments in this stately hall 
were majestic in the proportions. 


MISS FOLSOM S BIRTHPLACE.

After supper Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland 
quietly departed for Deer Park, where 
tbey will occupy a cottage for a week. 
The guests took their leave later. 


The bride wore an enchanting wed- 
ding drees of ivory satin, simply gar- 
nished on the high corsage with India 
muslin crossed in Grecian folds and car- 
lied in exquisite falls of simplic ity over 
the petticoat 
The orange blossom gar- 
niture, commencing upon the veil in a 
superb coronet, is continued throughout 
the costume, with artistic skill. 
. Her 
veil of tulle, about five yards in length, 
coihpletely enveloped her form, behind 
extending the whole length of her full 
court train. She carried no flowers, and 
wore no jewelry except an engagement 
ring containing a sapphire and two dia- 
monds and a plain gold wedding ring, 
which had been placed upon her finger 
before she descended the stair case.

of artillerv near the river, and the chime 
bells of the Metropolitan M. E. church 
pealed forth the Mendelssohn wedding 
march, and bells in other churches 
joim d in the happy salute.

the bride, who confined her kisses to the 
ladies. 
Otherwise the ceremony was or- 
thodox in form. The executive mansion 
was opened to day and photographers 
received permission to perpetuate pic- 
torially the elaborate decorations of the 
interior.

She wears it combed back from 
her forehead and loose, wavy tendrills 
escape here and there. 
She has violet

Locomotive Boiler 
Explodes 
W i t h A w f u l Havoc. 


WHEELING, W . Va., June 3.—A Balti- 
more and Ohio local freight, while stand- 
ing on the track in the yard at Bellaire, 
Ohio, this morning, exploded its boiler 
with terrific force, killing 
Engineer 
Johston, Fireman John Vandevoort and 
Mat Hammond, the engineer of another 
engine, all of Newark, Ohio. Two of the 
bodies were blown one hundred yards. 
Fragments of the locomotive were blown 
through an adjoining house with great 
damage to the furniture. 
The shock 
was felt all over Bellaire, breaking glass 
in windows squares away. 


ANOTHER TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


DETROIT, June 3.—Late last night, in 
Ecorse, a small town west of here, an ex- 
plosion wrecked the store of Joseph Sal- 
liett and badly injured four persons. 


Miss Carrie Salliett, aged 18, had her 
left wrist broken and received internal 
injuries.

It is astonish 
ing when we look at it to think of the oppo- 
sition this idea «met with. 
But Spinner 
gained his point, and the entree of women 
into the government service may be looked 
upon as a "war measure" just as Ben 
Butler'« suggestion to make the "darkies 
contraband. ' 


Gen. Spinner was born in New York state 
in 1803. 
His father was a clergyman and 
the cashier of the Mohawk Val ey bank for 
twenty years. 
He gave his son a classical 
education. 
He learnei several trades and 
then embarked as a merchant 
He was ap- 
pointed and held responsible positions in the 
New York custom house from 1845 to 1849. 
He was elected to the Thirty fouri h congress 
as an anti-slavery Democrat, and re-elected to 
the Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth congresses, 
though he was elected to the latter as 
Republican. 
On March 16, 1861, President 
Lincoln appointed him treasurer of 
the 
United States, soon after which his wonder- 
ful autograph on the paper money became 
welcome visitor in the households of the 
land. 
This signature, which we reproduce 
in fac-simile, will always remain one of the 
curiosities of chirography. 
Since the gen- 
eral's sojourn in Florida during the past 
ten years, it was remarked that the al- 
ligators avoided his locality. 
Why this was 
could 
not 
be 
determined, 
until 
one 
day a large "gator" was noticed crawling 
out on the bank of a bayou where the general 
had, as was his habit, inscribed his name 
with his cane in the soft mud. 
The alligator 
stopped when he came to the signature, 
looked at it in a puzzled sort of way and 
then dashed Jback into the 
I ayou as if the 
mysterious 
hieroglyphics 
portended some 
terrible calamity for him, at least this is the 
way the story goes. 


Gen. Spinner retired to private life July 
1, 1875. 
When he did so all the wealth in 
tile United States treasury till had to be 
counted 
Then it was that a deficiency was 
discovered amounting to one cent. To ac- 
count for this a memorable recounting took 
place, requiring days upon days, until the 
missing cent was found and the general re- 
tired from the treasury, leaving balanced 
books.

Is Fiercely Assailed, but Explains 
Himself. 


AUOTJSTA, Me., June 3.—The Kenne- 
bec Journal 
this morning publishes a 
letter from Mr. Blaine, denying that in 
his recent speech at Portland he had 
applied the words "impudent," "inso- 
lent and "brutal" to Lord Salisbury.

proposition?

it not insolent 
in 
its 
teims? 
Does it indeed stop short of being 
brutal in its cruelty?' It is parliamen- 
tary to say that a statement is not true, 
but altogether unparliamentary to say 
that its author is guilty of falsehood. 
The first describes the thing, the second 
assails the persons. 
My characteriza- 
tion was aimed at the proposition and 
not at Lord Salsbury personally." 


MB. BLAINB ABBAIONED. 


LONDON, June I.—The Times com- 
menting on Blaine's Portland speech, 
says, "Mr. Blaine may or may not catch 
the irish vote by such performances, 
and so with the prize, which, fully as 
much on personal as on political grounds 
has been snatched from him once and 
again; 
but 
we 
refuse 
to believe 
that 
his ignorant and presumptioua 
rant represents honest and independent 
opinion and the reflection of the Ameri- 
cans. 
It is peculiarly absurd that he 
should pose aa an advocate of a plan 
which he supposes, quite wrongly of 
course, would place Ireland in the posi- 
tion of a state of the Union. He has been 
conspicuous for the same reasons which 
now make him a flatterer of the Irish, in 
the bloody shirt campaign against the 
southern state rights and if any southern 
state should now attempt to deprive 
negroes of suffrage he would be first to 
favor a settlement of that local affair by 
the armed interference of the central 
government."

ing to create a desire for scientific, pro- 
gressive agriculture. 
Look about at the 
great stock farms, note the progress in 
all the peaceful pursuits and ask your- 
self honestly if they do not directly 
spring from the annual exhibitions of the 
fair association. A few years ago Clydes- 
dales, Normans, thoroughbred trotters 
and Derby winners were unknown in 
this county. 
A Jersey, a Hoistein or a 
Shorthorn was only seen at the fair ex- 
hibitions. To-day they grace a hundred 
farms and there is a spirit of improve- 
ment, of advancement and a desire to lead 
and succeed fastened on the minds of 
the farmers of Allen county, without 
whom Fort Wayne could not even invite 
a re-union. 
An early re-union may be 
proper and for a year or two a sham bat- 
tle may not lose its novelty, but in ad- 
vancing that project let no man ride 
thoughtlessly over the fact that the ag- 
ricultural society has worked a revolu- 
tion in agriculture and stock farming, 
which can be pointed to with pride and 
purpose, as it indicates prosperity, intel- 
ligence and worth destined to grow from 
year to year if the fair association is per- 
mitted to show advantages and oppor 
tunities for improvement. 


The prom oters of the fair have more 
of a pride than a hope for profit in hold- 
ing annual exhibitions here. 
They have 
asked but for the good will of their fel- 
low citizens and have never let an op- 
portunity pass to increase the standing, 
resources and stability of the association 
they have maintained for public good, 
and now with most positive assurances 
of the greatest fair and horse races on 
record do not feel justified in risking 
their money and devofing their time to a 
project likely to be injured, perhaps for-' 
ever, by a transitory gathering delayed 
to conflict with their interests.

King Charles II., happily for his own 


peace of mind, lived before the days ol 
Mr. Labouchere; otherwise there would, 
no doubt, liave been a frightful row 
over the expenditure incurred by ordei 
of that gay and thoughtless monarch in 
making and maintaining the decoy for 
duclis in St. James' Park. 
Some ol 
the i ems in the original account ol 
"workes and services" relating to the 
decoy done by royal direction, dated 
30tli of Ma ., 1G71, and signed by the 
King Jiiniself, would make a modern 
radicals blood boil. 
For instance, nc 
less a sum then £128 28. ll^d. was paid 
"to Edward Maybanke and Thomas 
Greene for digging the decoy and carry- 
ing out the earth, and leveling the 
ground about the said decoy." 
To 
Oliver Honey was paid £1 10s. "for 
paving the feeding-place for the duck.s 
and bi-eaking the ground." 
There is 
also in the account a charge of £246 
188. "for oatmeal, tares, hempseed, and 
other corn for the birds and fowela 
from September, 1660, to 24th June, 
1670." This charge for "hempseed" is 
well worth attention, as it led to a 
frightful abuse, alluded to and exposed 
in the following note in Xikols' 
Tatler, 
published in 1780: "I have heard that 
when Berenger was writing his 'History 
of Horsemanship,' he nui le the propel 
inijuiries everywhere, and })articularly 
at the King's mews. 
There he found a 
regular charge every year for 'hemp- 
seed.' 
It was allowed that none was 
used; 
but the charge had been regu- 
larly made since the reign of Charles 
II.; and it was recollected that this 
good-natured monarch was as fond oi 
his ducks as his dogs, and took pleasure 
in feeding these fowls in the canal. 
It 
w as therefore concluded that this new 
article of expeuoe began in his time, 
and contmued to be charge regularly 
long after any such seed was used oi 
pro\ided." 
It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Labouchere will ascertain by inquiry 
at the royal mews or elsewhere whether 
tliis charge for "hempseed" for Charles 
II.'s 
ducks is still going 
on 
"St. 
James's 
Gazette.

Bemarkable Salt Deposit. 


In Lincoln County, Nevada, on the 
Rio Virgin, is one of the most remark- 
able deposits of rock salt on the conti- 
nent. 
It it found in hills five hundred 
feet above the level of the valley, and 
is chemically pure. 
Bloclu of it over 
a foot square are so transparent that 
one may read a paper through them. 
So solid is this salt that it must be 
blasted out the same as if it were rock. 
This deposit of salt lies about three 
quarters of a mile west of the Rio Vir- 
gin and three mildfe south of the Mor- 
mon village of St, Thoinaa. 
There a 
body of this salt is exposed for a length 
of nearly two miles, which is about half 
a mile wide and of unknown depth. 
The deposit runs north and south, and 
is seen on the surface for a distance of 
over nine miles. 
In places the canyons 
have cut through it to a depth of sixty 
feet. 
At these points the Hiko Com- 
pany formerly blasted out the salt re- 
(piired in working their ores. 
This 
great de])Osit of salt is situated at an 
altitudo'of eleven hundred feet above 
the level of the sea. 
It is undoubtedly 
very ancient, as in one place it has been 
covered by a flow of basaltic rock. 
In 
other places it is covered to a depth of 
from one to five feet with volcanic trifa. 
At Sand Springs, in Churchill County, 
besides the salt that may be shoveled 
up from the surface, there is found a 
deposit of rock salt fourteen feet in 
depth. 
This salt is as transparent as 
the clearest ice, and does not contain a 
})article of any foreign or deleterious 
substance. 
It may be quarried the 
same as if it was marble. 
It is said 
that one man can quarry and wheel out 
five tons a, day of this salt. 
It is only 
necessary to grind it to render it fit for 
table or dairy use. 
Sixty or seventy 
miles north of this, at the eastern base 
of the Dun Glen range of mountains, is 
the great Humboldt salt-field. 
This is 
about fifteen miles long and six miles 
Avide. In summer, Avhen the surface 
water has evaporated, salt to depth of 
three or four inches may be scraped up 
from the surface. 
Beneath the surface 
is a stratum of pure rock salt of un- 
known depth. 
This rock salt is so hard 
that in order to get it out rajiidly it is 
necessary to blast it. 
Were a branch 
railroad to run to one of these deposits, 
salt would sc^on be a cheap article in 
the United States. 
As there are in the 
same localities great quantities of soda, 
borax, and other valuable minerals, it 
is i>robable that the day is not far dis- 
tant when some of them will be ta))]ied 
by branch railroads, which could be 
cheaply laid down through the level 
districts.—Dan ton

JPpecial Correspondence.! 
WASHINGTON, May SL—The government 
derks employed in the departments at Wash- 
ington nnmber 15,000, making an army talf 
again as large as that of Xenophon in the 
retreat which he writes of In his "Anabasis." 
A curious army it is—old and young men 
and women, of all type's, strong and weak, 
crippled and active—its variety is as bi'oad 
as that of human life! 
Still it is an army 
with distinctive features, and of these I will 
qpeak in part in the present letter. 


nr CHARGB OF THE REOISTEREl) LETTERa 


It is ii fairly well paid set of 
troops. 
Fifty-eight hundred of its number receive 
salaries which range from $900 to ?1,800 a 
year, and all, from chiefs to privates, are al- 
lotted a vacation of one ^\hoIe month, at 
almost any time of the year they choose to 
take it. 
Matiy of these clerks receive higher 
ti.'an $1,800 a year, and some range as high 
as $^,000. 
The cabinet minister gets this, 
and he is nothing but a clerk of the highest 
grade. 
M.-my of his assistants or lieuten- 
an s receive from $2.000 to |6,000, and there 
are a gi eat many clerks wbo are paid by the 
day, and whose fees are as much as a con- 
greisman s salary. 


This aim}- of clerks never strikes. 
It is 
content with its wages and i. has no rea-son 
to complain of its houi-s of woi-k. 
These 
hours ai e practically only six daily. 
The 
departnienis 
open at 9 oVIock, 
and 
the 
clerks are expected to ba at their desks at 
that hour. 
They work steadily until noon, 
and then take usually an hour for luncheon. 
At 1 o'clock they are back at their desks, 
and at 4 their day's work is done. 


The treasury contains between .3,500 and 
4,000 clerks. 
It is the largest department of 
the government, and the scene at its doors at 
4 p. m. is one of the sights of 
Washington. 
At this moment four human streams pour 
forth from its various exits and the streets 
become ci'owded in a moment.

It is amusing to watch the 
charactera. 
Here goes a dashing youn^ 
lady with 
a 
lunch basket it in her hand, dressed in the 
late it fashion, and with a new spring bon- 
net resting jauntily above her banged curia. 
Beside her is a gay young man in a Derby, 
who chats with her almost lovingly as they 
pass out together. 
In front of her is a 
plainly dressed old woman, who probably 
keei s a family out of the $720 a year which 
she makes by copying papers all day long, 
and back of her is a long thin dude with a 
collar as big as a shirt cuff, and a pair of 
enormous ears. 
Further back, there is 
a 
widow 
in 
mouiTiine:, and 
as 
you 
look 
at her you wonder whether her husband 
was a soldiec. 
In the same crowd there is 
a well-dressed man in eyeglasses, who has a 
pink face and hair as white as frosted 
silver. 
He might be a diplomat, if you met 
him anywhere else than in that crowd of 
clerks. 
But you know that he has been in 
the governrjient service since the days of 
Jackson, and that he has had relatives for 
years among the statesmen of the land. 
Then there is the young man who is always 
reading a paper, and getting therefrom the 
gossip which he will vend about the hotels 
in the evening, and in the crowd behind is 
the stately looking old man in stock and 
old style hat, and the hard-featured clerk, 
who was probably a political striker, and 
who ha.«, gotten his position through influ- 
ence. 


A COUPLE OF E L D E R L T CLERKS. 


There are 4,000 women in the government 
departments at Washington, and among the 
best looking and most intelligent ladies of 
the capital are so employed. They come, as a 
nile, from good families. 
Many of them are 
the widows of noted generals, the daughters 
of ex-governors and ex-congressmen, and now 
and then you will find the relative of a presi- 
d«ntor a cabinet minister. Many of them have 
traTe:ed widel}', and the great majority are 
educated and refined ladiw. 
They .do ali 
kinds of work, «ml rtosir« ««larif« rangiac

As 
monsy 
counters they are much more expert than 
tlie men, and the rapidity with which they 
can count thousands upon thousands of dol- 
lars 
without 
making 
a 
mistake 
makes 
your 
brain 
whirl 
as you 
watch 
them. 
These 
money 
cotmters 
get 
about 
$75 
a 
month, 
and 
they 
count 
millions 
of dollars every month. 
At one side of each 
one on the table lie great piles of greenbacks, 
done into packages as they come from the 
press. 
I am speaking now of the redemption 
bureau of the treasury. 
These bills are old 
and dirty. 
The strip of paper around each 
package of 100 bills states where they came 
from, and who counted them in the country. 
The young lady takes this off, and, moisten- 
ing her fingers with a wet sponge in front 
of her, she counts the bills like lightning, 
and, if the package is not right, she reports 
so to the chief, and the banks from which 
the bills came must stand the loss. 
The 
girls 
seldom 
make 
a 
mistake, 
and 
if 
they do so or pass a counterfeit 
without 
noting it, the}- must make the mistake good, 
and the amount is taken out of their salary. 
They can tell, however, a bad bill simply 
by feeling it, and a bank cashier will make a 
hundred mistakes where they make one. 


Not long ago one of these young 
lady 
counters was engaged upon a lot of $100 
notes, 
She had been dropping the scraps on 
the floor beside her in a pile, after verifying 
the count. 
V\ hile she was counting a pack- 
age she would lay this scrap, marked with 
the name of the bank which sent it^ on the 
table beside her. 
At last she came to a 
package that contained only 
ninety-nine 
notes, and on looking for the scrap was ter- 
rified to find that it had fallen among the 
others. 
She was sure she knew the name of 
the bank, but she could not prove it. 
The 
bank was notified and refused to acknowl- 
edge the mistake and the poor girl was 
forced to pay the $100. 


Both sexes of clerks at Washington work 
in the same department, and it is often the 
case that young men and young women 
have 
desks side by side. 
There 
is 
no 
restriction as to their social, 
intercourse, 
and it is a matter of surprise to 
outsiders 
that so few man-iages occur among tha 


(Teat friend of President Lincoln. 
Another 
Ohio governor has a daughter in the depart 
ments, and one of the fine old ladies of the 
pension office, now a great-grandmother, is a 
Kansas woman, who was the first woman 
clerk ever elected by a legislative body in 
this country. These old lady clerks dress well, 
and among them are some of the most agree- 
able talkers in Washington. 
Their hearts 
are young, though their hair is white, and 
they are almost as fascinating now as when 
the bloom was on their cheeks and they were 
the beUes of their native states.

clerks. 
It is not that the girls are not good 
looking, nor that they are not good, neat and 
intelligent. 
And it is not that the men are 
not noble and attractive. 
Washington liv - 
ing, however, is expensive, and it is contrary 
to 
the 
rules 
of 
the 
deparment 
that 
two members of the same family should 
hold 
positions 
under 
the 
government. 
The 
ladies 
in 
the 
departments 
earn 
enough 
to 
keep them 
respectably, 
and 
they do not care to marry a man who has no 
larger income than themselves and have in 
the end not as much pocket money as before. 
Many of the marriages which do take place 
are with men outside of the departments, 
and it is not an uncommon thing here for a 
good looking clerk to marry a congressman, 
a senator, or a newspaper 
correspondent 
Mrs. 
Theaker, 
who is 
to 
be 
Stanley 
Matthews' wife, was 
a government clerk 
when she met and marrie i Judge 
Theaker, 
a former commissioner of patents. 
Stephen 
A. Douglas married a department clerk, and 
Attorney General Brewsters' wife, although 
she was Robert J. Walker's daughter, was 
working in the departments when he fell in 
love with her. 


I dont think women are justly treated in 
the departments^ 
Men who do the same 


REDIRKCTINO 
LETTERS, 
class of work often receive higher salaries 
than the women, and a $1,400 clerk and a 
$1,000 clerk are employed on the same work 
at times, and the $1,000 woman 
perhaps 
does the most. 
It was in 1863 that womea 
entered th.- service as copyists tind countei-s 
at a salary of $720 per year. 
They were not 
eligible to clerkships. 
At this same time the 
men appointed to clerkships received $1,200 
a year, and later, when the salai y of such 
women was raised to $900, men doing the 
same work were paid as hisrh as $1,200 and 
$1,600 per annum. 
In 1870 women were 
made eligible to clerkships, and since then 
they have been promoted until now two re- 
ceive $1,800 a J ear. 
But the high priced 
women c erks are very few, and men who 
do as good work receive as a rule better pay 
and are more certain of holding their posi- 
tions. 


The young men, in the department», as 
a rule, have no one but themselves to care 
for, and if you ask them why they are not 
married, they will tell you that their salary 
is not large enough for them to support 
wives. 
Nearly all of the single women in 
the departments 
have 
others 
depending 
upon them. 
Many of them 
send their 
sisters or brothers to school, and many of 
them are widows, who in this way support 
and educate their families. 


Some of the old lady clerks are very fine 
looking, and some of them had noted careers 
in society before going into the departments. 
One I know who had Jefferson for an ances- 
tor, and another, perhaps the most beautiful 
of the white-haired ladies of th« treasury,.

OPENING DEAD LETTERS. 


The women do the bulk of the dead letter 
office business, 
and it is wonderful how 
much this business amounts to. 
During the 
past year 4,800,000 letters were received at 
the dead letter oflice, making an average of 
15,000 for 
every 
working 
day. 
Nearly 
4,000,000 of these letters were never called 
for at the | ostoffiees to wiiich they were 
directed, and 112,000 of them were sent to 
hotels and reached there after the guests for 
whom they were intended had left. 
The 
ladies of the dead letter office look over these 
15,000 letters which come in daily. 
One set 
does nothing; but open the letti-r-;, another 
reads and sort- them, and another examines 
and redirects them to the proper 
places. 
A 
great many 
of 
the 
letters 
are mis- 
directed, 
1,000 
of 
this 
kind 
come 
to 
the office every day 
These misdirected 
letters are ciphered, 
if 
jios-;il>le, 
without 
opening, 
and 
sent 
to 
the 
persons 
for 
whom they were intended. 
Women who un- 
derstand foreign languages are engaged in 
this business, as many of the 
letters are 
written by foreigners. 
Many of the letters 
contain money, 
and last jear there 
was 
$33,000 in cash among them, and more than 
$1,500,000 worth of drafts and money orders. 
Eighty-four thousand letters contained post>- 
age stamps, 33,000 ].hotographs and 25,000 
articles of merchandise. 
All of this matter 
must b.' returned to the owner, or, if that is 
not possible, tlie mon y is covered into the 
treasury and the merchandise is sold at auc- 
tion. 


In 18S4 there were 27 male clerks in the 
dead letter office, and 7S fem ile clerks. 
The 
annual 
pay roll of the mael clerks 
was 
$37,400, an average of $4 41 per day. 
The 
annual pay roll of the 78 female clerks was 
$73,420, or an average of 8^3.31 per day. 
The 
men did practically the same work as the 
women, but they received §1 more a day 
for it, and had the men s work been done 
by women, 
the government would 
have 
saved $9,311. 
Had the men 
done all the 
work at the above rate, the pay roll 
would 
have had to be increased $24.1.55. 
It would 
seem that an equalization board otight to be 
appointed, and that Uncle Sam 
at least 
should give his nieces the same pay as his 
nephews when they do the same work. 


Is the civil service of the government a 
good place for women? 


It seems to me that it is. 
The hours of 
labor are short, the work is not such that it 
overtaxes the system, and the labor is hon- 
orable. 
The salaries are l)etter than women 
can make in almost any other ocoiipation, 
and the associations are what 
the women 
choose to make them. 
There used to be an 
idea that women in the departments were as 
a rule questionable 
characters; that 
they 
were indebted to politicians solely for their 
appointment, and 
that 
the 
appointments 
were often given 
in the 
way 
of a 
bar- 
gain for questionable relations with such 
congressmen. 
There 
may 
have been 
in- 
stances of this character, but they are by 
no means common, and ninety-nine 
htm- 
dredths of the women in the departments to- 
day are as pure a-? any in the country. 
The 
civil service 
leform 
has 
remedied 
the 
chances for an evil which ha.s always been 
exaggerated, and no woman vvho wishes to 
be lioiiest need fear that she will be insulted 
without cause while working for the govern- 
ment. 


The government 
clerks 
stand 
well 
in 
Washington city. 
They are far above the 
average of the intelligence of men doing the 
same character of work 
which 
they 
do 
throu^ihout the country, 
and 
association 
with them can hardly be detrimental 
to 
women. 
Washington is a pleasant place in 
which to live. 
It is expensive or cueap, as 
one wishes to make it, and it is to be in the 
future the great educational, social and 
lit- 
erary center of the country. 
There is no rea- 
son why 
women should not undergo 
the 
civil service examination and partake of its 
advantages.

The local telephone management is 
presenting a new agreement for the sig- 
nature of patrons, all of whom do not 
readily grasp. It is drafted to evade the 
law, and is a proposition looking to the 
abolition of the rental system, and the 
substitution of a system of making an 
agent of every person who wishes to re- 
tain his instrument. 
This proposition 
is as follows: 


Every connection will be charged for 
to the agent from whose office it is sent, 
who is to collect five cents for every con- 
nection made by outsiders. An account 
for every connection made on the call of 
any agent, will be kept, and five cents 
for each one charged, subject to this 
commission. 


The first fifty connections in a calen- 
dar month—5o per cent, commission. 


The next 100 connections in a calendar 
month, 50 per cent commission. 


The next 300 connections in a calendar 
month, 75 per cent, commission. 


The next 500 connections (and over) 
in a calender month, 80 per cent com- 
mission. 


No commission is allowed on receipts 
for business going over the extra terri- 
torial lines. 
Connections are charged to 
the office from which the call is sent. 
No charge is made against the office 
called up. The Central Union telephone 
company reserves the right to terminate 
the agency at any time should it fail to 
be renumerative or unsatisfactory, but 
otherwise the agreement to be in force 
and effect for a term of six months from 
from the date of signature, and there- 
after until the party of either part shall 
have given the party of the other part 
thirty days written notice of his or its 
desire to discontinus the same.

A few years ago Clydes- 
dales, Normans, thoroughbred tiotters 
and Derby winners were unknown in 
this county. A Jersey, a Holsleiu or a 
Shorthorn was only seen at the fair ex- 
hibitions. , To-day they grace a hundred 
farms and there is a spirit of improve- 
ment, of advaucementandadwuretolead 
and succeed fastened on the minds of 
the farmers of Allen county, without 
whom Fort Wayne could not even invite 
a re-union. An early re-union may be 
proper and for a year or two a sham bat- 
tle may not lose its novelty, but in ad- 
vancing that project let no 'man ride 
thoughtlessly over the fact that the ag- 
ricultural society has worked a revolu- 
tion in agriculture and stock farming, 
which can be pointed to with pride and 
purpose, as it indicates prosperity, intel- 
ligence and worth destined to grow from 
year to year if the fair association is per- 
mitted to show advantages and oppor 
tuuities for improvement. 


The promoters of (he fair have more 


of a pride than a hope for profit in hold- 
ing annual exhibitions here. They have 
asked but for the good will of their fel- 
low citizens and have never let an op- 
portunity pass to increase the standing, 
resources and stability of the association 
they have maintained for public good, 
and now with most positive assurances 
of the greatest fair and horse races on 
record do not feel justified in risking 
their money aud devofing their time to a 
project likely to be injured, perhaps for-- 
ever, by a transitory gathering delayed 
to conflict with their interests.

HemnrkaMe Salt Deposit. 


,,.In,,Limi)In Co""'y. Nevada, on tho 
Jiio A irgm, is one of the most remark- 
able deposits of rock salt on tho conti- 
nent. It it found in hills five hundred 
feet above tho level of the valley anil 
is chemically pure. Blocks of it over 
a foot square are so transparent that 
one may read a paper 'through them. 
.So solid is tin's salt thai it must bo 
blasted out tlm same as if it were rook. 
Ihis deposit of salt lies about three 
Quarters of a milo west of tho Bio Vir- 
gin and three miles south of the Mor- 
mon village of St., -Thomas. There a 
body of this salt'is exposed for a length 
of nearly two miles, which is about half 
a milo wide and of unknown depth. 
Ihe deposit runs north and south, and 
is seen on Hie surface for a distance of 
over nine miles. In places the canyons 
hove cut through it to a depth of sixty 
feet. 
At these points the Hiko Com- 


pany formerly blasted out tlio salt re- 
quired in working their ores. 
This 


great deposit of. salt is situated at an 
altifudo'of eleven hundred feet above 
tlie .level of flic sea. It is undoubtedly 
very ancient, as in one place it has been 
covered by a flow of basaltic rock. 
In 


other places it is covered to a depth ol 
from one to five feet with volcanio trifa. 
At Sand Springs, in Churchill County 
besides the suit that may be shoveled 
up from the surface, there is found a 
deposit of rock salt fourteen feetifl 
depth. This salt is as transparent as 
the clearest ice, and docs not-contoin a 
particle of any foreign or deleterious 
substance. It may bo quarried the 
same as if it was marble, 'it is said 
that one man can qnarrv and wheel oat 
five tons ay day of this salt. It is only 
necessary to grind it to render it fit for 
table or dairy use. Sixty or seventy 
miles north of this, at the eastern base 
of tho Dun Glen range of mountains, is 
the great Hnmboldt salt-field. This is 
about fifteen miles long and six miles 
wide. In summer, when the surface 
water has evaporated, salt to depth of 
three or four inches may be scraped up 
from the surface. Beneath the surface 
is a stratum of puro rock salt of un- 
known depth. This rock salt is so hard 
that in order to get, it out rapidly it is 
necessary to blast it. Were a branch 
railroad to run to one of these deposits 
salt would soon be a cheap article in 
the United States. 
As there are in the 


same localities great quantities of soda 
borax, and other valuable minerals, it 
is .probable that the • day is not far dis- 
tant when some of them will be tapped 
by branch railroads, which could be 
cheaply laid down through the level 
<lislriots.—Dntjton (A'ro.) News Re- 
porter.

than ?l,800ayear, and some range as high 
as $8,000. The cabinob minister gets this, 
nnd Ue is nothing but a clerk of the highest 
jrado. Many of his assistants Or' liuuteu- 
anis reutiivij from $2.000 to 16,000; and thoro 
are a great many clerks* who are paid.by the 
day, and whoso fees are as much as a con- 
gressman's salary. 


This ju my of clerks nove,r strike". It is 


content with its wages and it. has no-reason 
to complain of ils hours of work. These 
hours are practically only • six daily. 
The 


depai-tint'iiis oppu at 9 o'clock, nnd the 
clerks aro expoctod to ba at thuir desks at 
that hour. Thoy work steadily untU noon, 
and then tnko usually an hour for luncheon. 
At 1 o'clock they aro back at their desks, 
and at -1 their day's .work is done.' 


The treasury contains between 3 500 and 


4.000 clerks. It is the largest department of 
the government, and the-scene at its doors at 
4 p. m..is ono of the sights of "Washington.

OPENTSG DEAD LTTTTERS. 


The women do the bulk o£ tho dead letter 


office business, and it is wonderful how 
much this business amounts to. 
During tho 


past year 1800.000 leitRrs were received at 
tho dead letter office, making an averngo of 
16,000 for 
every working day. Nearly 


4,000,000 of these letters were never called 
for at the postoflices to which they wera 
directed, and 112,000 of them were sent to 
hotels and reached there after thu guests for 
whom they were intended had left 
The 


ladies of the ilead letter office look over these 
15,000 letters which come in daily. 
One set 


docs nothing but open tho loiters, another 
reads and sort; them, and another examines 
and redirects them to tho proper places. 
A great many of the letters ara mis- 
directed, 
1,000 
of 
this kind come to 


the office every day 
These misdirected 


Setters are ciphered, if possible, without 
opening, and sent 
to the 
person! for 


whom they were intended. Women who un- 
derstand foreign languages aro engaged in 
this business, as many of the letters aro 
written by foreigners. 
Many of tho letters 


contain money, and last year there was 
$33,000 in cash among thein, and more than 
$1,500,000 worth of drafts and money orders. 
Eighty-four thousand letters contained post- 
age stamps, 33,000 photographs and 25,000 
articles of merchandise. 
All of this matter 


must b^ returned to tho owner, or, if that is 
not possible, the mont-y is covered into the 
treasury and Iho merchandise is sold at auc- 
tion. 


Iu 18S4 there were 27 male clerks in the 


dead letter oilice, aud 78 female clerks. 
Tho 


annual pay roll o£ the maol clerks 
was 


$37,400, an average of §4.41 per day. 
The 


annual pay roll of the 78 female clerks was 
$78,420, or au average of $3.31 por day. Tho 
mon did practically tho same work an the 
women, but they received $1 more a day 
for It, and had the men's work been done 
by women, the government would hare 
oaved $0,811. Had tho men duiio all the 
work at tho above rate,' tho pay roll would 
have hud to !>e increased $&4,155. 
It would 


seem that an equalization board ought to be 
appointed, and thai Uucle Sam at least 
should give his nieces tho same, pay as his 
nephews whea thoy do the same work. 


Is tho civil servico of the government a 


good place for women? 


It seems to mo that it is, Tho hours of 


labor aro short, the work is not such that it 
overtaxes tho system, and the labor is hon- 
orable. The salaries aro better than women 
can makn in almost any other occupation, 
and the associations aro what tho women 
choosn to make thorn. There ueod to bo an 
dea that women in tho departments were as 
a rule questionable characters; that thoy 
were indebted.to politicians solely for their 
appoiiitmoiit, aud that the appointment 
wore often given in tho way of a bar- 
gain for questionable relations with such 
congressmen. 
There nrny have been in- 


stances of this character, but they are by 
no mfnns common, and ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of tho women in the departments to- 
day aro as pure u.i any in tho country.

remedied 
tho 


chances for an evil which has always been 
exaggerated, and no womnn who wishes to 
ba honest need fear that she will be insulted 
without cause whilo working for the govern- 
ment. 


The government 
clerks stand well in 


Washington city. They are far above the 
average, of tho iutelligouce of mon doing the 
earno character of work which thoy do 
throughout tho country, and association 
with them can hardly ba detrimental to 
women. Washington is a pleasant place in 
which to live. It is expensive or cbeap, ait 
one wishes to make it, and it is to bo in the 
future tho groat educational, MK-inl and lit 
erary cantor of the country. There is no rea- 
Hon why women should not undergo tho 
civil service examination and partake of its 
advantages,
